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JFK Warns Macmillan Of 
New Soviet Thrust In Congo 


NASSAU, Bahamas (A P)-Pres- 
ident Kennedy confronted Prime 
Minister Macmillan today with 
the possibility of a dangerous new 
Soviet-sparked crisis in Africa’s 
Congo. 
The U.S. and British govern­ 
ment chiefs plunged into two diay s 
of study of complex cold war 
problems under 
a cloud of gloom 
generated 
by 
a 
deep 
British- 
American controversy over the 
future of the Sky bolt missile. 
U.S. 
leaders 
reportedly 
feel 
there is a very real danger of a 
renewed Soviet thrust into the 
Congo should the crisis generated 
by the secession of rich Katanga 
Province lead to the collapse of 
the moderate Leopoldville govern­ 
ment. 
The British did not appear to 
be as concerned as their Amer- 
can allies about the Congo pros­ 
pects. One of Kennedy ’s aims at 
this meeting in this sun-splashed 
British island resort was to em­ 
phasize to Macmillan U.S. views 
of what might be done to defend 
the Congo against any new Soviet 
attempt at penetration. 
A U.N. spokesman announced 
Tuesday night that the United 
States is sending an eight-man 
military mission headed by Lt. 
Gen. Louis W. Truman, a cousin 
of former President 
Harry S. 
Truman, to the Congo to survey 
tba military ' needs of the U.N. 
force there prior to the supply ing 
of more American equipment to 
the U.N. troops. 
U.S. government sources here 
« aid Truman’s mission would sur­ 
vey not only the equipment situa­ 
tion but also the whole military 
prospect. These sources did not 
exclude the possibility that in an 
extreme crisis the Kennedy ad­ 
ministration would consider send­ 
ing American forces to the Congo.

Guards Kill 
23 Prisoners 
For Revenge 


BUENOS 
AIRES, 
Argentina 
(AP) — Mutinous prison guards 
bent on revenge for the slay ing 
of 10 comrades went gunning for 
rioting convicts and killed 23 be­ 
fore the shooting spree in Villa dc 
Voto penitentiary was brought un­ 
der control at 4 a.m. today . 
A 
police 
spokesman 
said 10 
guards were killed and 4 critical­ 
ly injured when 400 convicts at­ 
tempted a mass break out of the 
crowded prison. 


After the 
rioters surrendered, 
more than 100 guards went on a 
rampage. Police, in announcing 
23 prisoners were killed, did not 
give the number wounded. 
The 15 hours of rioting and gun­ 
fire in Villa de Voto’s dark, damp 
cells and corridors finally ended 
about two hours after 100 guards, 
believed to have been most ac­ 
tive in the vengeful retaliation, 
sped through the prison gates. 
The rioting at Villa de Voto, 
where 2,100 
transient 
prisoners 
and convicted criminals were be­ 
ing held, erupted at 1:15 p.m. 
Tuesday when six prisoners made 
a break for freedom. 
They were armed with revolv­ 
ers and pistols crudely assembled 
from smuggled parts. 
They moved quickly , firing on 
guards and seizing 20 hostages, 
including a prison chaplain. The 
leaders were joined by the 400 
inmates in two cell blocks and 
they barricaded themselves there. 
Hernando Beiro, a hostage in 
one cell block, said the rioters 
told two captive guards to eat 
their supper and then shot them 
in the back.

men tal ills, much as 
vitamin C combats scurvy . 
Psy chiatrists are divided over 
prospects of such chemical con 
trols.

Men an d women 
sick for mon ths or y ears 
have 
described th© men tal effects as 
the liftin g of a curtain or cloud, 
or brig hten in g of a dark room.

Abn ormal Chemicals Foun d

foun d abn ormal chemicals, or ab­ 
n ormal amoun ts of reg ular body 
chemicals, in the blood an d urin e 
of schizophren ic patien ts. Whether 
these are the result or, possibly , 
the cause of men tal illn ess is n ot 
y et kn own . 
A few con dition s n ow are kn own

causes men tal retardation in chil­ 
dren . Damag e is avoided if the 
trouble is detected in time. 
In the tradition al view, men tal 
illn ess is born from breakdown 
in human relation ships, or from 
ex treme emotion al stress.

Unanswered: 
Did U.S. Delay Cuba Ad ion: 
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Pu blished Daily Ex cep t Su nday 
by Bru sh-Moore Newsp ap ers, Inc. 
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No Federal Rollback 


In the cou rse of try ing to u nderstand 
President Kennedy ’s astonishing p osition on 
tax -cu tting withou t a corresp onding rollback 
of federal sp ending, it is u sefu l to realize 
this may reflect the thinking of big bu smess, 
big u nions and big p olitics. 
Thou gh it is one of the wildest fiscal p ro­ 
p osals that can be imagined, it is u nder­ 
written by the Committee for Economic De­ 
v elop ment’s research and p olicy committee. 
Thou gh CED does not u nderwrite the idea, 
itself, nor does its research and p olicy com­ 
mittee aim to p u sh legislation to p u t it into 
effect, tax -cu tting to stimu late the economy 
is su p p orted in a p olicy statement issu ed 
late last week. 
Two step s are p rop osed. The first wou ld, 
redu ce indiv idu al income tax rates by 8 p er 
cent of p resent rates, with a 
p rov iso that 
no rate shou ld go ov er 7 0 p er cent, p lu s 
a redu ction of the corp orate tax rate from 
52 to 47 er cent. This wou ld su btract some 
56 billion from federal income. 
The second calls for a fu rther 6 p er cent 
cu t of indiv idu al income tax rates and an­ 
other 5 p er cep * 
'-orp orate rates, with 
an additional p rov iso that the indiv idu al rate 
cou ld not ex ceed 60 p er cent. The second 
step wou ld lop off $5 billion. 


AND WHAT abou t federal sp ending if 
these things were done? 


It wou ld be held at ex isting lev els. There 
wou ld be no rollback—ju st the same lev el 
of sp ending. 
Howev er, it is hop ed that the economy 
wou ld be stimu lated so that income wou ld 
balance ou tgo by 1964. 
The tendency for federal sp ending to rise 
in ratio to rising rev enu es resu lting from 
economic growth mu st be stop p ed, say s the 
CED committee, its only acknowledgment 
that p oliticians, not economists, hav e a hand 
in the p rocess. 
Not all bu sinessmen are going to bite on 
a p rop osition that is designed to be attractiv e 
to them. Among those who hav e dissented 
is Frederic R. Kap p el, chairman of Ameri­ 
can Telep hone and Telegrap h Co. and a 
member of the CED committee. He say s 
the "imp ortance of restraining the growth 
of federal ex p enditu res needs greater em­ 
p hasis.” 


BUT EVEN in his dissent there is not a 
word abou t rolling back federal sp ending, 
only abou t restraining its continu ed growth. 
By the time Congress conv enes nex t month 
there will be a strong and growing clamor 
for tax cu ts right away , tax reform later— 
and hang the ex p ense. 
Fiscal resp onsibility , which so far has 
been more hap p enstance than design, may 
be abou t to bloom forth as a national p olicy . 
They Might Try Their Hand 


Difficu lt as it to see why British critics 
of the U.S. decision to abandon the Sky bolt 
missile shou ld think of striking back in an­ 
ger by damaging the Anglo-Amemcan alli­ 
ance, it « not difficu lt to see why they are 
angry . 
Their anger sp rings from fru stration. 
They do not want to concede that they 
lack cap acity to bear the cru shing cost of 
their own nu clear weap ons cap acity . When 
aicy abandoned their missile, the B1 u e 
Streak, for the U.S. Sky bolt, it was to sav e 
the cost of dev elop ing the Blu e Streak. 
The United States has sp ent $67 5.9 mil­ 
lion to dev elop the Sky bolt, designed to be

The Last Man 


Ev ery thing abou t a good meal is good to 
the last bite, which is hearsay when we slow- 
eaters dine away from home. We nev er get 
to the last bite. 
In the contest to determine who can ingest 
the most groceries in the least time we 
aren’t entered. We re by standers. 
Yet, it is taken for granted that ou r rate 
of ingestion shou ld be determined by that of 
win, p lace and show eaters who are sp onging 
the grav y off their chop s abou t the time we 
ru minants are swallowing the second bite. 
This is what we are — ru minants. It is an 
honorable thing to be, t h o u gh awkward 
among gu lp ers and bolters. We hav e a p rob­ 
lem. 
As children, we were made to chew ou r 
food well. Some of u s who were kids longer 
ago than others were made to Fletcherize ou r 
food, which meant grinding it as fine as it 
now is p ossible to grind food in an electric- 
p owered grinding machine for redu cing solids 
to a liqu id state. 
Ou r chewing habits were incu lcated so 
deep ly we can do nothing abou t them. It is 
imp ossible for u s to swallow u ntil ev ery thing 
has been grou nd to a consistency to delight 
the gods, whose m;lls also grind ex ceeding 
fine. 
Besides a carry ov er from ou r early train­ 
ing, many of u s hav e been carried away by 
the idea the table is an ideal p lace for con­ 
v ersation; that this distingu ishes it from a 
feed trou gh. 
Instead of cov erting mealtime into a rev er­ 
sion to sav agery , we conv ert it into a demon" 
strati« , of civ ilized behav ior. We keep ou r 
heads u p ou t of ou r feeding dishes, look 
abou t u s with equ animity and fill the air with 
bright remarks and witty say ings. 
We resent it when these witticisms bou nce 


fired from a high-lev el bomber at a target 
1,000 miles away . This missile was to hav e 
been u sed in conju nction with British Vu lcan 
bombers, cou nterp arts of the 
U.S. 
B-52 
bombers. Both cou ntries regarded the Sky ­ 
bolt as a logical way to p reserv e the u se­ 
fu lness of high altitu de bombers. 
The United States has 
other 
nu clear 
weap ons cap acity —B47 and B-58 bombers, 
besides the B-52 bombers, and the Atlas, 
Titan, Minu teman 
and Polaris 
missiles. 
Withou t the Sky bolt, Britain has nothing. 
Hence its anger. It has been cu t ou t of 
nu clear cap acity , u nless it can dev elop its 
own missile. 
That might be (he solu tion—its own mis­ 
sile. 
Britain might ev en be giv en the benefit of 
all the work done on the Sy bolt, with a 
chance to get the rest of the way on what 
wou ld top ou t as a $2.5 billion p roject. 
If it felt it cou ld not carry throu gh a 
p roject at su ch great coast withou t p ositiv e 
assu rance of su ccess, the 
Sky bolt 
issu e 
wou ld be settled. 
The United States feels the same way — 
thou gh it still might let the ingeniou s British 
try their hand at their own ex p ense on the 
same p roject. 


Charles Laughton

It is p lanned for the Continent.

If su ccessfu l, 
the 
Ru ssians 
w i l l 
p rov oke

of workers in­ 
to clogging Eu ­ 
rop ean roads, railroad trains and 
ev en the air lanes in a frightened 
dash sou thward from northern 
Eu rop e—esp ecially 
from 
v ital 
West Germany indu strial sectors. 
Op eration Panic is aimed at the 
67 5,000 foreign workers who hav e 
mov ed into Germany from Sou th­ 
ern France, Sou thern Italy , Sp ain 
and Greece. These are fine work­ 
ing p eop le. They hav e dev elop ed 
new skills inside Germany and 
are sharing in the Bonn Rep u b­ 
lic’s fantastic p rosp erity . 


FOR MANY REASONS this dis­ 
tu rbs the Sov iets. The foreign 
workers in Germany send money 
home, thereby bolstering the econ­ 
omy 
in 
other 
anti-Commu nist 
lands. Also being sent home is 
word that tens of thou sands of 
jobs are av ailable in West Ger­ 
many for relativ es who care to 
« come. 
And u nder the Common Market 
agreement, there are v ery few 
border restrictions for the mu ch- 
needed workers. They can cross 
ov er withou t being snarled ir. old- 
fashioned red tap e. 
When I was in Germany this 
p ast su mmer there were 265,000 
Italian workers; 87 ,000 Sp aniards, 
and more 
than 67 ,000 Greeks. 
There were others, bu t not in 
su ch nu mbers. 
This means bread and p eace for 
many whose own 
home lands 
hav e been hard hit by either the 
inv asions or scarcities of the big 
war. 
So the Sov iet international ap ­ 
p aratu s was ordered into action 
some two y ears ago. The Ger­ 
man FBI, known as the Federal 
Office for the Protection of the 
Constitu tion, began encou ntering 
Commu nist cells in areas where 
the newcomers were settling and 
working. 
The cells were traced back to 
the Sov iet’s global labor network 
known as the World Federation of 
Trade Unions (WFTU), op erating 
ou t of Pragu e. 
Since 
there 
is 
v irtu ally 
no 
Green Commu nist mov ement, the 
WFTU p icked its agents from 
among the 60,000 Commu nists who 
fled after their u nsu ccessfu l re­ 
v olt in the late ’40s. 
THESE 
TRAINED 
activ ists 
were then p lanted among Greek 
workers in Germany . 


Cells for the Sp anish workers 
were recru ited from the cadres 
of the Sp anish Commu nist p arty 
in ex ile, headqu artered in sou th­ 
ern France. 
Infiltrating the Italian workers 
became the assignment of the 
p owerfu l General Confederation of 
Italian Labot (CGIL). 
Its headqu arters is in an ex ­ 
p ensiv e p art of Rome, behind 
the 
American 
Embassy . 
The 
CGIL has thou sands of op era­ 
tiv es and it was easy to p eel 
off sev eral hu ndred to migrate 
with the Sou thern Italian workers 
seeking a stake in Germany . 
This migration is dou bly im­ 
p ortant to Italy . Not only are 
these Italian workers earning a 
liv ing, they are learning skills. 
Once they ’re trained they can re­ 
tu rn to sou thern Italy and man 
new factories there—p lants su ch 
as the $400 million steel mill 
now u nder constru ction in Tar­ 
anto. More skills, more mills. 
More mills, more jobs. More jobs 
and p erhap s 
hu nger and p ov ­ 
erty may be ¡» crap ed off "The 
Boot.” 
This 
cou ld 
kill 
Commu nist 
strength. Being p ractical men, the 
Commu nists reckon that the p rime 
objectiv e mu st be to frighten the 
Italian workers ou t of migrating, 


The Cu ban p roblem has not 
y et been solv ed, and it will take 
intensiv e inv estigation 
by 
con­ 
gressional committees to find ou t 
why the American p eop le were 
left u np rotected from the time 
last Au gu st when first rep orts 
came in concerning the emp lace­ 
ment of Sov iet missiles to the 
taking of action late in October. 


THE PRESIDENT’S analy sis of 
the way his administration react­ 
ed to the Cu ban crisis indicates 
that he did not actu ally decide to 
take action against the Sov iet 
gov ernment u ntil he had some 
p hotograp hs showing the missiles 
were already 
in 
p lace. Many 
Americans had believ ed, from a 
reading of history , that the Mon­ 
roe Doctrine was still a p art of 
the foreign p olicy of the United 
States. They had assu med that 
the 
United 
States 
wou ld 
act 
p romp tly to p rev ent the establish­ 
ment of any Eu rop ean sy stem in 
this hemisp here. 
The 
Kennedy 
administration, 
howev er, allowed the Sov iet gov ­ 
ernment to get a stronger and 
stronger hold ir. Cu ba. Indeed, 
when 
the so-called 
"inv asion” 
was u ndertaken in the sp ring of 
1961, the Kennedy administration 
at first agreed to help the Cu ban 
ex iles and then withdrew 
air 
cov er. 
It was this blu nder which led 
the Sov iets to believ e that they 
cou ld take a chance and send mis­ 
siles to Cu ba and that nothing 
wou ld be done u ntil the missiles 
actu ally were in p lace. Then the 
missiles cou ld be withdrawn as a 
p art of a trading p rocess, with 
Premier Khru shchev hop ing p er­ 
hap s he cou ld get concessions 
from the United States in con­ 
nection with the Berlin or other 
controv ersies. 


THE DANGERS and risks in

ev en temp orarily , to Germany . 
Thu s in Au gu st 1961 the Com­ 
mu nist ap p aratu s gav e its Op era­ 
tion Panic a whirl. The Italian 
Commu nisty p arty signaled its 
cadres inside Germany to sp read 
word that the NATO forces were 
p lanning an attack on the Bu des- 
wehr (army ) of the "Democratic 
German Rep u blic." 


SWIFTLY THE PARTY cells 
disseminated rep orts that the as­ 
sau lt 
was 
"imminent.” 
Italian 
workers were told it was neces­ 
sary to bu ild a "wall” throu gh 
Berlin to stop this attack. This 
aggression was bou nd to bru st 
into a thermonu clear holocau st, 
was the warning. “Retu rn home 
immediately ” the Italian Com­ 
mu nist p arty cells in Germany 
told their cou ntry men. Bu t the 
Italian workers did not p anic. 
Soon West Germany ’s Office for 
the Protection of the Constitu tion 
observ ed the p arty cells being 
reorganized 
and 
strengthened. 
Pragu e r a d i o 
broadcasts 
in 
Italian, Sp anish and Greek to 
these workers in West Germany 
intensified. 
Insiders ex p ect the Commu nist 
ap p aratu s soon to giv e Op eration 
Panic another try . 
Those Sov iets nev er miss a 
trick.

The fact that missiles were be­ 
ing ship p ed to Cu ba was well 
known, and sp eeches were made, 
calling attention to this, on the 
floor of the Senate by Rep ú bli­ 
ca leaders as well as by some 
Democrats.

C e n t r a l 
Intelligence 
Agency , on which the American 
gov ernment 
mu st 
dep end 
for 
knowledge of what is going on 
inside foreign cou ntries, had a 
su bstantial amou nt of information 
in Cu ba. It was enou gh for the 
American gov ernment to act u p on 
and at least to demand in the 
late su mmer that the Cu bans 
get rid of Ru ssian military equ ip ­ 
ment of all kinds. 
Mr. Kennedy in his interv iew 
tells of the fears of his adv isers 
that the situ ation might be ’Es­ 
calated.” The difficu lty is that 
the situ ation ws allowed to reach 
the brink of danger, any way . 
Hitherto, American p olicy has 
been based u p on established p rin­ 
cip les. There is no need for con­ 
ferences among dv isers, official 
or u nofficial, to determine what 
the du ty of the United States 
hap p ens to be when a basic p rin­ 
cip le of national safety has been 
v iolated. It is as if the United 
States wou ld argu e whether or 
not it shou ld retaliate wh%n a 
blow is stru ck against its secu rity . 
The fact that, when su ch a blow 
was stru ck h Cu ba, it was the 
su bject of six day s of discu ssion 
before a determination was made 
to take forcefu l action, is an indi­ 
cation of how slow the p rocess of 
decision-making has become. 


MR. KENNEDY’S ex p lanation 
of the Ru ssian attitu de in con­ 
nection with the missiles in Cu ba 
is an interesting illu stration of 
how little the United States was 
p rep ared to meet the different 
contingencies 
which arose. 
In­ 
stead of forestalling action, the 
p roblem was allowed to dev elop 
to a p oint where a real crisis 
emerged. Mr. Kennedy giv es an 
interesting narrativ e of what hap * 
p ened. He say s: 
"I think, looking back on Cu ba, 
what is of concern is the fact 
that both gov ernments were so 
far ou t of contact, really . I don’t 
think that we ex p ected that he 
wou ld p u the missiles in Cu ba, 
becau se it wou ld hav e seemed 
su ch an imp ru dent action for him 
to take, as it was later p rov ed. 
Now, he obv iou sly 
mu st 
hav e 
thou ght that 
he 
cou lld do it 
in secret and that the United 
States wou ld accep t it. So that 
he did not ju dge ou r intentions 
accu rately .” 
The American p eop le will still 
want to know why the United 
States did not do more abou t 
Sov iet activ ities in Cu ba du ring 
the y ears 1961 and 1962, esp ecial­ 
ly when there was widesp read 
knowledge that the Commu nists 
were militarily activ e 
in 
that 
cou ntry .
